James  Wallace  Cox,  Sr.,  a  native  of  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  and  the 
former  Mable  Matilda  Hubbard,  formerly  of  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  heeded 
the  word  of  the  three  angel's  message  by  becoming  a  part  of  God's  last  day 
remnant  church  over  50  years  ago.  As  faithful  members  of  the  Seventh-day 
Adventist  church,  they  not  only  dedicated  themselves  to  the  service  of  the 
church,  but  as  loving  parents  earnestly  reared  their  three  children  in  the 
admonition  of  the  Lord.  They  have  also  been  instrumental  in  encouraging 
their  nine  grandchildren  and  many  "adopted "  children  to  hold  steadfast  in 
the  Lord  and  to  pursue  their  dreams. 

James'  first  contact  with  Adventism  took  place  while  serang  his  coun- 
try in  World  War  II.  While  overseas  in  the  Philippines,  he  met  a  young  man 
by  the  name  of  Harold  HoUingsworth  who  carried  himself  in  such  a  Christ- 
like manner  that  he  stood  out  among  his  peers.  When  James  arrived  back 
to  his  hometown,  his  brother  Aubrey  invited  him  to  a  tent  meeting  and  he 
was  surprised  to  be  greeted  by  Brother  HoUingsworth.

Public  Service  Hospital  where  she  worked  in  nursing 
admiiiislralidM  for  over  30  years,  and  became  the  first  black  head  nurse  in 
that  instiiuiiiins  histoiy  After  retiring  from  the  U.S.  PubUc  Service  Hospital, 
she  coniiiuied  hi  \\(irk  in  her  profession  by  becoming  the  Assistant  Direc- 
tor of  Nursjni;  at  the  New  Orleans  Adolescent  Hospital,  before  she  retired 
again  in  1  ')')i  After  several  years  of  retirement,  she  continued  her  zeal  for 
helping  others  by  becoming  employed  at  the  New  Orleans  Health  Corpora- 


tion as  a  health  educator  and  home  health  supervisor.  She  is  currently 
retired  and  continues  to  devote  her  Ufe  to  her  children,  grandchildren  and 
her  church. 

Untold  hardships  and  trials  were  met  with  courage  as  these  Chris- 
tian parents  have  made  provisions  for  their  children  and  grandchildren. 
Because  of  their  relationship  with  God  they  reahzed  the  need  for  Christian 
education,  as  they  reared  their  children.  The  initial  training  given  at  home 
by  word  and  example  paid  off,  for  in  the  fall  of  1970  James  Jr.  enrolled  at 
Oakwood  College  to  study  for  the  gospel  ministry.  Four  years  later  James 
and  Mable  proudly  watched  James  Jr.  receive  his  degree  in  Theology  and 
began  his  ministry  in  the  Southwest  Region  Conference,  after  attending 
Andrews  University,  in  Berrien  Springs,  Michigan.  It  has  been  a  ministry  of 
distinction  as  he  has  pastured  in  Lubbock  Texas,  Texarkana  Texas,  and 
Houston  Texas  and  currently  is  the  proud  pastor  of  the  Grace  Temple  Sev- 
enth-day Adventist  church  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  He  is  consistently  among 
the  leaders  in  baptisms  in  the  field  and  is  know  for  his  preaching  and 
administrative  abilities.

Elder  Dreadsie  James  Dixon  was  born  in  Jackson,  Mis- 
sissippi on  the  eleventh  day  of  September,  in  1905.  His  earli- 
est formal  schoohng  was  received  at  Jackson  College,  in  the 
Children's  Section  in  Jackson,  Mississippi.  Later  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  Jim  Hill  School  for  his  Junior  Highschool  train- 
ing. When  his  parents  moved  to  Chicago,  Illinois  in  1919,  he 
enrolled  at  the  lociil  highschool  and  played  highschool  base- 
ball, and  became  a  well-known  Chicago  highschool  athlete. 

It  was  Elder  Dixon's  aunt  and  cousin  who  introduced 
him  to  the  Adventist  faith,  and  he  was  baptized  by  Elder  G.  E. 
Peters,  at  the  Prairie  SDA  Church,  after  attending  a  series  of 
evangelistic  meetings  held  by  Elder  G.  E.  Peters,  in  1924. 

A  few  years  after  his  baptism  in  1924,  Professor  J.  A. 
Tucker,  the  Oakwood  College  principal,  traveled  to  Chicago 
recruiting  students,  and  knocked  on  his  mother's  door  to 
invite  him  to  become  a  student  at  Oakwood  College.  Elder 
Dixon  in  consultation  with  his  mother  and  his  aunt,  enrolled 
at  Oakwood  Manual  Training  School  in  the  year  of  1926  to 
train  to  become  a  proclaimer  of  the  everlasting  gospel. 

When  Elder  Dixon  received  his  degree  in  1928 
from  Oakwood  Manual  Traning  School,  he  enrolled  at  the 
Emmanuel  Missionaiy  College,  in  Berrien  Springs,  Michigan. 
Upon  completion  of  his  course  work  there.  Elder  Dbcon  en- 
tered Literature  Ministry  and  later  became  a  pastor  in  the 
Ohio  Conference. 

In  the  Thirties,  he  and  Elder  C.  E.  Moseley  sei-ved  to- 
gether as  evangelists  in  the  state  of  Illinois.  In  the  Forties,  he 


sei-ved  as  the  iissistant  to  Elder  G.  E.  Peters  while  evangelizing 
in  the  City  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  It  was  his  happy  privilege  to  be 
associated  with  Elders  V.Joseph,  Thomas  Allison,  D.  C.  Batson, 
J.  H.  Wilhams,  W.  W.  Fordham,  J.  H.  Laurence,  and  received 
a  wealth  of  experience  from  these  great  preachers. 

Beginning  in  1944  to  the  present,  Elder  Dbcon  has  sei-ved 
the  Adventist  Church  either  as  pastor,  pastor's  assistant,  as- 
sistant pastor,  district  pastor  in  the  following  places:  Youngs- 
town,  Ohio,  Helena/Foresst  City/Mariana,  Arkansas;  Lake 
Charles,  Louisiana;  Oklahoma  City/Enid,  Oklahoma;  Ft.  Worth, 
Texas;  Tyler,  Texas;  Des  Moines/Sioux  City,  Iowa;  Charleston/ 
Haiti/Sikeston,  Missouri;  and  Huntsville,  Alabama. 

In  all  of  these  assignments.  Elder  Dixon,  has  actively 
engaged  in  the  work  of  preparing  young  people  for  Christ's 
soon  return.  In  doing  so,  he  has  encouraged  Christian  Edu- 
cation, finances  his  own  children's  Christian  Education,  given 
scholorships  and  financial  aid  to  hundreds  of  young  men 
and  women.  For  70  years  he  has  made  outstanding  contri- 
butions to  Alumni  chapter  programs  and  activities. 

He  is  currently  a  member  of  the  Oakwood  College  J. L. 
Moran  Alumni  Chapter  and  is  a  financially  strong  supporter 
of  Oakwood  College.

"nature  encyclopedia?"  She  graduated  from  high  school 
salutatorian  of  her  class  and  in  recognition  was  awarded  a 
full  4  year  scholarship  to  South  Carolina  State  College.  How- 
ever, before  she  could  malriculale  she  became  a  Seventh-day 
Aventist  Christian  and  decided  to  prepare  herself  for  a  hfe  of 
service  in  a  Christian  school.

Owen  R.  Carryl  was  born  in  the  beautiful  country 
of  Guyana  (the  only  Enghsh-speaking  country  in  South 
America),  migrated  to  the  United  States  over  20  years 
ago,  and  now  lives  with  his  family  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 
At  present,  he  holds  the  position  of  Section  Head,  in  the 
Personal  Heahh  Care  Division  of  the  Procter  and  Gamble 
Company,  one  of  the  world's  largest  corporations.  In 
his  current  assignment,  Owen  manages  scientists  and 
engineers  who  have  Research  &  Development  respon- 
sibility to  provide  technical  support  for  P&G's  Gas- 
trointestinal brands  (Pepto-Bismol  &  Metamucil)  in 
North  America,  Europe,  Asia,  and  Latin  America. 

Owen  holds  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  black 
promoted  to  Section  Head  from  within  the  Health  Care 
organization,  and  progressed  to  this  management  posi- 
tion 41/2  years  after  joining  Procter  and  Gamble.  Owen 
attributes  his  meteoric  rise  within  P&G  to  God's  active 
involvement  in  his  career,  and  a  personal  commitment 
to  excellence.

When  he  is  not  doing  P&G's  business,  Owen  enjoys 
working  on  projects  that  benefit  the  community.  He 
currently  serves  as  an  Elder  at  Shiloh  SDA  church,  has 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  Shiloh  Preparatory  School 
Board,  and  is  a  Trustee  on  the  Boards  of  several  com- 
munity organizations  including  the  Shiloh  Housing  for 
Seniors  and  the  Mason  Youth  Basketball  Association. 
In  1995,  Owen  was  recognized  for  his  work  with 
Cincinnati's  youth,  and  received  the  distinguished 
Cincinnati  Black  Achievers  Award. 

Dr.  Carryl  is  a  member  of  the  American  Physiologi- 
cal Society,  and  has  authored  several  articles  that  have 
been  published  in  various  Peer-reviewed  Medical  Jour- 
nals. He  is  married  to  the  former  CamiUe  Rosemary 
Haynes,  and  is  the  father  of  three  daughters,  Nicole  (who 
is  a  Freshman  at  Oakwood),  Heather  and  Traci.  In  his 
spare  time,  Dr  Carryl  enjoys  playing  golf,  tennis,  ping 
pong  and  white  water  rafting.

Elizabeth  Shelton  Rice,  daughter  to  the  late  Benjamin 
and  Mattie  Lawhorn  Shelton,  was  born  on  December  17, 
191 S,  in  Cotton  Plant,  Arkansas,  She  received  her  elemen- 
tan  education  at  Cotton  Plant  Academy  and  is  a  graduate  of 
Manassa  High  School  in  Memphis,  Tennessee.  She  was  the 
first  and  oldest  student  to  enroll  in  Community  College  in 
Denver,  Colorado,  when  it  opened  its  doors  in  the  60's  where 
she  was  under  the  tutelage  of  the  former  Congresswoman 
Patricia  Schroeder.  Her  course  of  studies  included  Business 
Communication  and  Real  Estate.  She  received  a  certificate  of 
completion  in  business  from  the  DeKalb  Technical  Institute 
in  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

From  1943  to  1979,  Mrs.  Rice  held  numerous  positions 
and  offices  in  Beth  Haven,  Park  Hill  and  Community  SDA 
churches  in  the  Denver  area.  She  was  Bible  instructor.  Sab- 
bath School  superintendent,  clerk,  youth  leader,  investment 
leatler,  church  building  leader  and  a  master  guide.  For  sev- 
enteen years  she  served  on  the  school  board  at  Mile  High 
Academy  in  Denver,  Colorado  and  was  the  first  African  Ameri- 
can female  to  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee.  She  was 
also  the  first  woman  of  Central  States  Conference  to  serve  on 
the  Conference  Conmiiltee  and  the  first  black  woman  to  serve 
on  the  MicLVmerica  Union  Committee.  Because  of  her  love 
for  people,  she  was  also  connected  with  and  served  on  the 
executive  board  of  the  Adams  Count\'  Mental  Health  Center 
for  ten  years  and  received  many  awards  for  her  loyalty,  dedi- 
cation and  contributions.  Mrs.  Rice,  by  profession,  was  a 
realtor  and  also  owned  a  real  estate  compain.  She  was  rated 
one  of  the  top  black  realtors  for  five  years  and  was  instru- 


mental in  integrating  the  residential  areas  in  Denver  during 
the  turbulent  60's. 

Early  in  1980,  Mrs.  Rice  moved  to  Adanta,  Georgia, 
where  she  joined  the  Boulevard  Drive  SDA  Church.  She 
became  veiy  active  in  missionary  services.  The  South  Atlantic 
Conference  hired  her  as  a  Bible  instructor  during  the  eight- 
ies. As  a  result  of  her  spiritual  dedication  to  soul  winning  for 
Christ,  many  souls  have  been  added  to  the  church.  Mrs.  Rice 
also  became  the  spiritual  ad\isor  for  the  organizers  of  the 
Feed  the  Hungn  Program,  and  she  is  presently  a  member  of 
the  Black  Concerned  Clergy  Association  in  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

In  1997,  Mrs.  Rice  moved  to  Huntsville,  Alabama,  and

She 
has  sei-ved  with  dignity  and  strength.  Now  that  she  is 
retired,  she  still  finds  the  time  to  volunteer  her  services 
in  between  her  traveling  excursions.
